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Applicant argues that the prior art fails to teach a finite monitoring period wherin in that finite monitoring period operational settings of a 
printer can be kept unchanged. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Bares in the abstract, col. 4 lines 19-37, col. 5 lines 4-11 and 27-56 
clearly shows that an operator-user can enter restrictions in order to specify machine operating conditions for successive days and times. 
The successive days and times is the monitoring period starting from when the user entered or specified machine's operating conditions. 
The monitoring period is clearly not indefinite as argued by applicant. It is rather finite (certain days, times, holidays) when printer's settings 
are preset until expired (at the end of the preset days and times...) The ability of Bares's system of allowing a user to change the settings 
during the monitoring period has nothing to do with the monitoring period being definite or indefinite (col. 5 lines 4-25). Instead, it allows the 
system to override preset settings during a certain monitoring period. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it 
takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 
USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). In this case, regardless of the field of invention of Armstrong, Armstrong discloses using a user custom message 
instead of a default message ([0110]) Therefore, it would have been obvious for one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine 
the teachings of Filion, Simpson, Armstrong to customize status messages to provide the message receiver more details about the status 
messages (Armstrong, [0110]) and to have separate printer settings from printer processing so that users can provide settings in advance 
of processing for example.
